RIMARILY, The Temple is a coasmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity, 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen-

EIGHTEENTIH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
TEMPLE MEMBERS. 


Report of Proceedings (Continued from September ARTISAN. ) 


BY IHE OFFICIAL HEAD. 
[emple Comrades: 

Another annual day 1s here, another vear behind us in Temple history. 
Let us pause for a moment and inquire what 1s the mner meaning of these 
vearly gatherings of I emple members. [It 1s not merely to get together an 
I1Sten to reports and messages of truth; 1t 1s not s1mply to renew and reweld 
| emple triendships, nor just to. get to the Temple Centre. These may he all 
worth while, Þut there 1s a more interior reason than these—an occult reason, 
not apparent on the surface as with all occult reasons. Our vearly convening 
creates a magnetic matrix through which the forces of the Masters radiate 
to all points of the compass to memhers on the outside, and through them, 
if thev are attuned, to the world of hnmanity. Those who are here arc 
charged with this force and when they go awav to their homes, they carry 
the force with them and radiate 1t m terms of force and hght independent of 
any religious or philosophical truth they may carry otherwise. With the 
planets of a <olar system, there 1s a time in the orhit of each planet when 
it 1s neare<st to the Sun. So these yearly conventions of the Temple bring 
members nearest to the Temple Sun—to the Masters who energize onr work. 

The battle of Armageddon 1s now being fought out on this planet. T his 
could be delaved no longer for the hour 1s near when the Avatar must come 
to rule the world. It 1s the immanence of that Presence on the aura of the 
world that has precipitated the world crisis now on with the nations, for the 
old must pass away and the new appear, old and long standing accounts he 
Squared, before He can come to his own. And this 1s the day, truly a judg- 
ment dav in more ways than one. If humanity could have been $sufftictentl 
unseltish and altruistic the New Order could have come without a cataclysm 
of blood. But it was not to be. Periodically the Law of Judgement acts 1n 
mall and large ways. With the judgment the fruit of cychc acts are vis1hle- 
and this fruit 1s hitter or sweet, acrid or refreshing, according to the nature 
of the forces that have been involved in 1its development. 

Again let me call attention to prophecies given the Temple by the Masters 
regarding world events, which during past years have heen sent forth in 
[emple Teachings and hterature. The Master said all would come to pass 
as was written on. the inner hght. Seventeen vears ago the following 
prophecy was given the Temple. 


*The Bear will growl at the Lion. The Eagle will alight on the 
Bear's head and pluck out its left eye. The Ox and the Lion will close 
in a Struggle to the death. The Eagle, the Bear, the Ox and the Lion 
will form a Square in the midst of which will arise the Architect who 
w1ll rule the earth.” 

About a vear ago another prophecy was received by the Temple relating 
to the one above which reads as follows : 


The growl of the Lion has turned to the purr of a cat. The purr of 
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the Cat has awakened a sleeping Snake which will strike its fangs into 
the heel of the Lion when the Lion turns to gather the spoils. The Ox 
has regained the seminals of a Bull. The Bull is pawing the earth to 
open the way for the fiery hosts. The Eagle has closed the wound in 
the Bear's left eye and loaned the Bear its wings for swift flight. 


The Lion, the Bear, the Ox, the Eagle, the Bull and the Snake will 
form the Hexagon—the sixth—from which the Square—the Fourth— 
will arise to build the Corner-stone for the feet of the Architect to rest 
upon. 

Nationally, the Bear 1s Russ1a; the Lion, Great Britain; the Ox, the Teu- 
tonic people; the Eagle, the United States, or any Democratic state. Sym- 
bohcally, also, the Lion represents Capital; the Ox, Labor; the Bear, Official- 
5m or Despotism; the Eagle, the Spirit of Liberty. The Snake 1s evidently 
the Oriental nations hke Japan. 

Much has been sa1d concerning these prophecies during the past two Con- 
ventions, and readers are referred to the reports, if they desire to follow up 
the working out of these marvellous prophecies. During the past vear one 
mportant and astonishing phase of the prophecies has worked out—a phase 
that one could hardly dream of by the widest stretch of imagination, namely, 
the overthrow of Russ1an despotism and the establhishment of a great Russ:an 
Democracy. Truly has the Eagle—the Spirit of Liberty—closed the wound 
in the Bear's left eve and loaned 1ts wings for swift flight to higher economic 
levels.
